As a current construction storm water permittee, we have some important information of interest
to you. On June 2, 1997, EPA proposed a new draft NPDES Construction Storm Water Permit for
the States of Texas and New Mexico, and Indian Country lands in Louisiana, New Mexico,
Oklahoma, and Texas. This permit will replace the current permit which expires September 9,
1997.
